Before the hearing was begun the coroner

In order to accomodate those who had to
take part tn the hearing. Mrs. Gaines, attiredIn a black costume and apparently
elf-composed, was the first witness examined.
"When I reached the house Saturday."
he stated, "my brothers said to me. 'It's

all over, they are married.' " Witness went
to her sister's room and found her alone
and weeping bitterty. She said, "Oh, Nellie,
why did they make me marry him? They
have broken my heart because they made
me marry him.' "I tried to comfort her the
best I could."
"Now that you are married it's your husfeund'sduty to remain with you, and It's

my duty to go back and stay with my
children. She insisted upon my staying, but
1 told her it was Impossible for me to do

So, and told her her husband would have
to stay. He said it was Impossible for him
to stay there. Witness said when she went
downstairs to see lier husband he was In
the sitting room with her two brothers.
She told By waters that he would have to
remain, and he said he would have to go
back to town to make some business arrangementsand tell his mother. He also
aid he wanted to get his announcement
cards out by morning.
"My sister seemed to be in a dying condition.ut the necessity of his remaining

with her seemed to be a trifling matter
with him."

Bywaters Furious.
She said that Bywaters became furious

when she tried to persuade him to remain.and he was rather insulting In his
manner. Witness said she told him he
was the lowest dog that ever lived, tellinghim that, he had taken her sister to
Washington and had an operation performedin the cruelest manner.
8!ie told him she had been with her
ister for two days and had witnessed her

physical and mental agony, and added that
now he wanted to leave her without any
protection. "I told him I prayed to God
that the child might have died rather
than be soared to live the life she would
have to live with him."
Witness said he laughed at her and sneeredin her face.

STORY OF THE CRIME.

No Excitement In Culpeper.Ho Prospectof Trouble.
9|M»vffi! From « Staff CorrwpiiDdnit.
Cl'l.PKPKH, Va., December 1».-An>
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reference to alleged excitement supposed to
have been caused by the shooting of WilliamP. Bywaters last Saturday la met
with the query, "What exeftement?" and
with the prompt response, "There has
been no excitement here." The residents
of Culpeper do not understand why the
shooting of "Will" Bywaters, as he was

called, should have caused any exclteaaeat
In town. He was kl()«d way out in th*
country and the details of the crime were
obtained only by piecemeal, so that by
the time the whole story was made known
the time for excitement had passed. There
was nothing about the town last night
to Indicate that anybody was unduly excited,nor has there been anything to Indicatethat a hostile demonstration was

even anticipated. James and Philip
Strother, brothers of Mrs. William F. Bywaters,who riddled the body of their
brother-in-law with bullets two hours
after he had been made a member of their
family by the act of the Rev. J. vv. ware

of the Gplscopal Church, rode through
town yesterday In their buggy as If nothinghad ever happened in their lives to
cause them trouble.
"People 'rubbered' at them," said a merchanton Main street, "but said nothing

more than to speak to them the same as

they had when they were in town last
week."

Viewed the House.
The Strother boys spoke to acquaintjancea as they passed, and upon more than

one occasion they stopped and conversed
with friends. Having attended to their
business, they left town and went to the
hmiQ£> wJippp tr.itpdv was enacted Sat-
urday. At the house they Visited the room
In which their wronged sister lay Saturdayat the time Will Bywaters is alleged
to have made an effort to desert his bride
of two hours, and they also saw the roof
of the porch from which the dead body
of their victim had to be removed by
Sheriff Ptilliam and others.
"If the Strother beys had shot down

Will Bywaters on the public street." a

resident of the town said last night,
"there might have been some excitement,
but doing it In their own home out in the
country robbed It of some of Its sentimentalfeatures.
"And." the resident of the town added,

"I think some of the people are dlsap-
pointed that the killing did not occur upon
the streets."
Business has not been Interrupted becauseof the shooting nor are any residents

of the town losing much sleep over the
affair. unless it is these who are charged
with responsibility for the prosecution of
the brothers and counsel who are to appearIn court for them. Farmers are bringingin wagon loads of turxeys for the
Christmas holidays, just tne same as they
would have done had Will Bywaters been
on a foxhunt, and the merchants are do-
ing their annual holiday business.

Great Deal of Interest.
The dramatic scene that was enactel at

"Rothorwood" interests all the peop'e In
the town and most of the residents of t'.ie
county on account of the prominence of
the parties, and the case has been freely
discussed hy friends of both sides. Vlll
Bywaters was a fox-huntei and horso
trainer, and was a man who always presenteda good appearance. He was gentlemanlyand courteous, and while he
was looked upon as being' a man who was
exceedingly fond of sports, it was the
kind of sport that is calculated to uplift
rather than to degrade. But, as he is sa'd
to have admitted before he became the
husband of his cousin, he did what he
could to degrade her as well as himself,
and when he realized the extent of Ills
wrong he was willing to take her to
Washington and have her risk her lifo In
the hands of some one who probably was
paid a big fee for his alleged criminal
operation. Having seen that she was returnedto her home in an almost dying
condition, he also returned.

In Washington Thursday.
He was in Washington last Thursday.

two days before llie marriage and death
ceremonies were conducted, and got a
check cashed for Then he came here
probably not suspecting that he would be
known as the one who had accomplished
the ruiit of an estimable young woman,
and had then balked at the proposition
that he right the wrong so fir as it lay ?n
his power to do so.
He undoubtedly felt that Miss Viola

Strother would remain "true" to him. althoughhe had done everything In his
power to be untrue to her. She had been
away from home and had returned, but
he never imagined lie would be asked to
give any explanation of her absence. Althoughthey were cousins .they had » >cn
looked upon as lovers and people in the
highest social circles in the county nad
circulated a report that they were tnKaeed.Her unexnlainprt absence nnrt his
being away from the county at the snme
time, therefore, caused her relatives to .1o
a little thinking. They also did
questioning, with the result that both the
young man and Miss Strother were readywith a wholesale denial of anything which
might tend to connect them with a scandal.
It was regarded as being the most naturalthing in the world for the young
woman to make a statement that wjcld
uphold the good name shj had always
enjoyed, and it was also deemed nat:inl
that Bywaters would enter a denial Just
as would have been entered by any personcharged with a crime.
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a iBjrcu iiius well.

The j;oung people played their parts well
until the condition of Miss Strother became
so serious that the family physician had
to be called. Then she could not hol< out
any longer. It happened that George
French Strother, the lumber dealer, near
Welch. W. Va., and James A. Strother.
the attorney at Welch, were conveniently
at home for the Christmas holidays when
the subject of the ruin of their sister was
suggested. Philip Strother was already at
home. He is perhaps one of the most prosperousfarmers In Culpeper county, owning
and farming more than 300 acres of land.

Bywaters a Cousin.
It fa said that he and lis brothers had

always taken a deep interest in the welfareof their cousin. Will Hywaters, and
when they became aware of what he had
done they were Inclined to act rather more

harshly than they would have done under
other circumstances: but. however, they
would probably not have* spared any other
person who had taken stieh a mean advantageof their sisier. When the truth finally
became known the brothers, who had determinedto treat the man who had wrongedtheir sister the same as they would
treat a viper, delayed the killing because
of the earnest entreaties on the part of
their sister and cousin.
"I'm willing to <lo the right thing." the

foxhunter and horseman is reported to have
said. "Let us get married and I'll do my
part by Viola."

The Story Not Yet Told.
The license was procured, the parson

summontd. and there In the sick chamber
the trembling hand of a woman who was
thought to have been upon her deathbed
and that of the man who .n reality had
but a short time to live were ciasoed. and
in the presence of witnesses he declared
lie would bs a true, devoted and loving husband.That was at 5 o'clock Saturday
afternoon, and the two hours he remained
the husband of the joung woman were perhapsthe most miserable two hours he had
ever spent. What really occurred In the
room and on the tin roof of the porch will
probably not be fully known until the
Strother brothers are placed on trial, perhapsfor their lives or possibiy only for.
their liberty. Mrs. Bywaters is not expectedto be able to tell just what really
happened, and surprise is expressed that
the Inquest should be postponed in order
to have Iter statement made to the coroner'sJury. It Is said, however, that the
jurors want to hear what she has to say,
and If she recovers she will be given her
day In the coroner-* court.

Behind Closed Boors.
"If I had my way." stated Coroner Lewis

last night, "I would have the hearing behindclosed dcors, and I wouid not let a

newspaper reporter In the room, and when
Mrs. Bywaters is tailed upon to give her
testimony I shall most positively object to
any outsiders be'ng picseut to embarrass
her. She w;I! probably have to tell some
hings of a delicate nature and I think she
should not be submitted to any more terribleordeal than is necessary."

It has been hinted that sensational developmentsare expected, but Attorney Gibsonsaid to the repreaeotathra of The Star

that he could not conceive what they will
be. He said he couid not Imagine that
any of the witnesses who are to be called
would be able to throw any additional light
upon . the subject, not even the widow.
It developed last night that two brothers
of the widow traced her to the office of
the Washington physician who is alleged
to have performed the operation, and that

be prosecuted. It Is regretted by some
of the parties to the affair that he cannot
be brought to Culpeper county and prosecuted.
"About a month ago a brother of the

young woman first suspected that there
was an Intimacy existing between the couple,"said a friend of the two families to
a representative of The Star, "and he kept
a close watch upon their movements. Will
Bywaters had been treated as a member
of the Strother family, and he had the run

of the house the same as if he had been a

brother of Miss Rosa Strother. His conductbecame suspicious, however, and he
was watched as well as ne couia nave oeen

without the brothers doing anything to
excite his suspicion."

The Visit Here.
Just when Miss Strother left here to go to

Washington was not definitely ascertained,
nor could the Strother brothers learn If she

went with her cousin. That she went there,
however, and to what physician she went

Is definitely known, and the brothers expect
to take action against the physician. Nohnrtvin Pulnener diSDUtes the statement
that Will Bywaters was the most popular
young man in this section of the county,
and people in the town are already speakingof his loss. On the other hand they
also tell of the popularity of the Strothers
family, referring to the men as being substantialand influential citizens.
While counsel for the defendants were

busy yesterday preparing their side of the
case, C. M. Waite, the commonwealth's attorney,was not idle. It is deemed certain
that the coroner's jury will hold the Strotherbrothers for the killing of Bywters, as
that body, it is stated, is charged with the
duty of only passing upon the facts, not
having the right to look Into the sentimentalside of the case. Upon Conclusion of the
Inquest the defendants will be called upon
to answer a charge that was filed against
them In a warrant Issued by a magistrate.
It is probable that an examination will be
waived and that bond for the appearance
ot tne aeienaarus at me januaij mui ui

tlie court will be renewed.
A Legal Battle.

Should the grand Jury return an Indictment.and It is more than probable that
such will be the case, counsel will then
have to engage In an interesting legal battle.The case promises to be the most interestingcriminal trial that has taken

in Pnlnpncr mimtv for a nnmber of
years. According to the statement of one
of the attorneys interested In the case, the
defense will be made under the so-called
"unwritten law." It Is realized that counselfor the defense will have to contend
against the number of shots flred by the
defendants. Friends of Bywaters will probablyclaim that the latter was not going to
desert his sick bride, but that he waj merelygoing to return to town to spend the
night with his mother, as he had promised
her. The firing of so many shots, It is
contended by friends of the dead man,
shows that the Strother brothers wanted
to do more than merely prevent him from
leaving the house.
The six men who compose the coroner's

Jury are representative business men. and
it Is confidently expected that they will do
full Justice to both sides. One of the Jurors
is C. L. Cline, who conducts a general
merchandise store, and two others. R. P.
Jasper and \V. M. Irvine, are clerks In
local stores. E. A. Walters, a contractor;
Robert Matthews, a lumber and tie dealer,
and C. S. Jones, a farmer, are the other
Jurors. i

Contentions of Defense.
It will be contended by the defense that

Will Bywaters never had any idea of remaining:with his wife and taking care of
her. That he so declared, It is stated, will
be shown when the case comes to trial,
and there will be other and perhaps more

sensational features of the case shown.
Everybody who knew the two families understoodthat Bywaters was as much at
home in the Strother house as he was here
with his mother. Her brothers, it was
stated, were frequently away from the
house, and they were often heard to re-
mark that the girls were all right. Will
Bywaters will look after them." It was a
common occurrence for him to reach the
house at night, put away his horse and retire.The next morning he would be at the
breakfast table, and then he would go his
way. He asked no questions nor did he
offer any explanations. All went well untilabout a month ago. when Will Bywaters
was seen near the room of Miss Viola attiredonly in his nightclothes. Then the
brothers started the investigation which
ended La the shooting. Between th» midnightdiscovery in the hall and last Saturdayan effort had bees made to keep track
of the couple.

"I wtil drive you there and
bring you back."
During the discussion of the matrimonial

affairs the brothers endeavored to dispel
the reason Bywaters had always advance J
for not wanting to marry his a cond cousin;
that he was not able to support her. Ha
was told that her share in the estate, ebout
$2,000, would be advanced her and that one
ui Lilt? uiuuiria wuum liumt; iiieiii a prt'scm
of $."00. With th's money, lie was told, tliey
could engage in business and there was no
reason why they should not get along well.
ByWaters admitted that the proposition

sounded well, but still there was something
about his conduct to cause the Strother
brothers to believe he was not acting In
good faith.
"Now that you are married," he was told

by a brother-in-law. "it Is your duty to remainhere and nurse your sick wife, and
that you will have to do or I'll kill you."

Turned Him Back.
The bride showed ber devotion to her

husband by putting him to the bed and
clasping lier arms about hi* neck. She used
an endearing term when she spoke to him.
lie was seated near the door, ai at the
Hrst opportunity he jumped to the hallway
and started down the stairs. One of the
8trt)lher brothers sent a bullet after him.
but he probably would have escaped. It
is stated, had not Dr. E. L*. Gaines, the
*husband of one of Ike Strother sisters, jheaded him off and turned him back.

Upon reaching the upper floor again By- |
waters went tnrougti tne window and I
landed upon the tin root of the porch. Sev-.
oral shots were fired at him through th;?
wludgw and several others were fired by
one of the brothers, who ran from the
house to intercept hiin. and tired as Bywarerswas endeavoring to reach the
ground. The hu.lets were effective and th*
young man did not reach the ground until
he was taken there a corpse.

Parents Are Separated.
Both parents of Bywatera are living, but

they are separated and hari? not lived to-
gether for several years. The mother live?
in town, a widowed daughter, Mrs. Trip
lett. living with her.

He called at
the house to see the remains of his aan
and. it Is stated, he would have attended
the funeral had he not known that his
pjesence there w.iuH have caused his vrlfi*
some unhappir.es-. Although they have
not lived together for several years no
divorce proceed ngs have been instituted
The husband, It is stated, made his wife a

present of a large sum of money at the
time they separated.

JAPANESE SCHOOL QUESTION.

Growing Less Interesting to CaliforniaLegislators Every Day.
The Japanese-California schooi question,

which at the beginning of the session
threatened to become a serious problem In
Congress. Is growing less Interesting co

legislators every day. It is said that PresidentRoosevelt's message yesterday, submittingthe Metcalf report, has served to
further decrease general Interest In the situation.The fact that it Is well understood
that a new treaty with Japan Is pending,
and that the legal steps will be taken In
California to test the question there, also
modifies public concern In the whole affair.
The California statesmen were very much

gratified to observe what they considered
a most essential and desirable change in
tone of the President's message of yester-
day as compared with what they termed
his bellicose utterances at the beginning of
the session. They call attention to the fact
that the President yesterday qualified his
declaration of Intentions toward the Callfornlansby recognizing the constitutional
limitations In the premises. The Callfornlanssay that that Is all they ever wanted
In the first place, simply close observance
of California's constitutional rights. The
Callfornlans had, however, subsided themselves.They are not nearly so radical In
their utterances as they were some weeks
ago, and are Intent upon observing a more
conservative attitude.

MANIA FOB MATERIALISM.

Reason Assigned for "Stagnation" in
Yale Divinity School.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., December 19..The

Yale divinity school Is accused by the Yale
Alumni Weekly of being In stagnation or

recession. It says editorially:
"Aralysla of the list of students In the

Yale divinity school, as It appears in the
preliminary catalogue of the university,
causes some disquietude and more perplexity.The school is old. It has mighty theologicaltraditions, deep rooted In such
names as Taylor, Bacon and Dwight. Its
atmosphere Is liberal in times when dogma
nas uefu aupcisrucu uy uuiLv.
"It has an able, level sad hard-working

faculty, a high grade of students, a good
plant and a fair endowment. Yet the school
retains this year but forty-seven students
in the three regular classes, as compared
with fifty-two last year. In two bulMings
which would house 120. Its entering class
numbers but thirteen men, none of them
from a New England university or college,
and in its three classes appear the names
of six students from New England colleges
and only two from Yale. Yale's own theologicalseminary numerically is In stagnation.not to say recession."
Some of the causes given are "the mania

for materialism" and the acute competition
between theological seminaries. The dlvin-
ny scnoois suuer usewise. loaay titnfordhas only .">3 students; Andover, 11;
Chicago, 82; Pacific. 26, and Bangor, 44.
